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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-2,4-5,7,12-14,16-17,19,24-26,28-29,31, and 36-39 have been considered. Examiner 
notes that the Drawing and the amendment to the Specification, submitted 5/10/06, have both been 
considered and are acceptable.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant's arguments, submitted 5/10/06, with respect to claim 1 et al have been fully 
considered, and they are persuasive. More specifically, Applicant argues that the combination of Yann in 
view of Risch in further view of Chambers does not meet Applicant's claimed limitations regarding the 

10 dependency table. Examiner previously relied on Yann's description of register/flag states coupled with 
Risch's teaching of a dependence table to meet Applicant's claimed limitations regarding the dependence 
table. While Examiner maintains that the combination previously cited is appropriate to teach a 
dependence table per se, Examiner agrees with Applicant that such combination does not rise to the level 
of specificity of Applicant's claimed language in light of the amendments submitted 5/10/06. Specifically, 

15 Examiner believes the limitations "wherein said analysis logic includes an initialisation table indicating 
which state variables have been initialised; wherein said dependence table includes a column for each 
register within a processor, an external write, and a write to a flag value; and a plurality of rows with each 
row corresponding to a value loaded into said computer that influences a state of said computer; wherein 
said initialisation table includes a column for each register within said processor indicating whether each 

20 register is initialised" to define over the cited prior art. 

Moreover, a search in the prior art fails to reveal that it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was filed to create a dependency table in such a fashion. 
For at least this reason, Examiner submits that the instant invention, as claimed, is patentably distinct 
over the prior art.
